chings - - But taking this Courfe, they 
engage themfelves more in State Af 
fairs, than" the Seculars themſelves,

of cfficaris s Remedy, , 
- Firſt, For the V Conf r 7 theſpratſt 
part of theN bit of the Catholick 


S tates, 
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States, and forthis Reaſon, they ad- 
mit no poor Men or Women to their 
Confeflion. Oftentimes they Con- 
feſs the Princes themſelves, as well as 
the moſt reputed Nobilityand Gentry ; 
of this they give an Account to their 
General Father at Rome, and his Aſſi- 
ſtants. 

Now.every Man that is but Mode- 
rately Prudent,may eaſily diſcern what 
Prejudice this may bring to'a Prince, 
when their own proper Intereſt de- 
mands it, to which they direct their 
A&ions, as theirultimate End. 

Secondly, Secrecy isthe praperand 
_ inſeparable Accident that follows the 
Conſervation of a State : inſomuch, 
that if one be taken away, the other 
muſt needs Periſh. Princesare moſtly 
rigorous towards thofe that diſcover 
their Secrets,and puniſh ſeverely, ſuch 
as are Enemies both of the Prince and 
State ; the more ſecretly their Aﬀeairs 
are manag'd the better they ſucceed: 
And forthis reaſon it is Princesſpend a 
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10 The Prologue. 
greatdcal of Money z to keep Embaſ- 
ſadors and Spies in- Forreign. Courts, 
tho' they are often deceived in their 
Relations : But the Zeſwts, 2. e. the 
Padre General, and his Aſſi- 
Rants, by the means of theix Confel- 
fors, and Conſults. their Corteſpon- 
dents hold,who for the moſt part reſide 
inthe principle Cities inChriſtendom, 
and by the means of their Adherents 
(of which Ifſhallgiveyou an Account 
after) are moſt exactly Inform'd of all 
the determinations that are made in the 
moſt ſecret Councils ; and they know 
better ina manner, the Strength, Re- 
venue,Expences and Deſigns of Prin- 
ces than they themſelves, and all this 
' without any other Charge, than the 
Poſtage of Letters,which only atRome, 
(as the Poſt-Maſter himſelf fays ) 
comes to S1xty, Seyenty, Eighty, and 
often toan Hundred Crowns of Gold 
every Poſt :- By means whereof, it is - 
in their Power torendera Prince mean 

in athe thoughts of his dubjedts, totake 
OS T8 away 
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away his Reputation, to make him E- 
nemies at their pleaſure, and even to 
takeaway his Crown,orcauſe his Ruin, 
which has been ſeen by woful experi- 
ence, and this they do the morceafily, 
for that by way, of Confeſlion, and 
Conſults, they know the inmoſt 
Thoughts and Inclinations of their 
Subje&s, and very well underſtand, 
who ſtand beſt affe&ed, and who are 
diſguſted. Sothat from theſe very Re: 
lations they have of Aﬀeairs of State, 
they ſow Diſcordamong Princes, raiſe 
ſuſpitions inthe minds of Subje&s to- 
wards their Prince,which eaſily gCcaſi; 
ons histrouble or diſgrace. 

From hence one may clearly con- 
clude, that it doth not conſiſt with 
State-intereſt, -a Prince ſhould ,Con- 
fels himſelf, and much leſs ſufferany 
of his Confidents, Familiars, Coun- 
cellors, Secretaries, orany other prin- 
cipal Miniſters of State, tobe Confeſt 
by ſuch Perſons as make it their buſt- 
' neſs, to Spy outthe moſt ſecret Mat- 
. ters

ters in the State, ſince there are other 
; Religious Menthatareno way inferior 
to the Teſts, both in Life and Do- 
Erine, that mind nothing butthat of 
Souts, and therrown Monaſteries. 

Thirdly, Fora greater Evidence of - 
all, Ihave ſaid, and ſhall fay hereafter, 
we muſt. know there are Four ſorts 
of Jeſuits: The Firſtis, a great many 
Layicks of both Sexes, who are aggre- 

ted to their Society, and live in a 
certain blind Obedience, that Govern 
their Actions atthe pleaſure of the Je. 
ſuits, and yield exa&t Obedience to 
their Commands. Of this fortthere 
are Gentlemen, Ladies, Widows, 
Citizens, rich Merchants, from whom 
they get a great deal of Money. Of 
this Claſs are likewiſe old Maids, 
whom they inſtru& to deſpiſe the 
World, and from whom they get at 
laſt, their Houſhold Goods and E- - 
ſtate, under pretence of giving it 
towards the propagation of the 
Church. 

g1 The 
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The Second fort is of Men only, 
and ſome Priefts;others Layicks which 
Live in the World, and often by the 
help of Feſwits, obtain Penſions,Cures, 
Abbeys and other Incomes; buttheſe 
are to receive the Habits of the Order, 
when the Pagre General ſhall 
Command them. Theſe are called 
Fefſuits in Yoto, and it 1s by the Inde- 
fatigable induſtry of theſe Men, that 
their Monarchy 1s ſomuch promoted ; 
for they maintain them in all King- 
doms, Provinces, in all Courts of 
Princes, and whom they makeuſe of, 
aST ſhall declare hereafter. 

The Third fort are thoſe that live in 
their Colledges, whether they are 
Prieſts, Clarkes, or Converts, and 
thoſe ; becauſe they are not profeſt 
Men of their Order, can be turned 
out by the Padre General ; tho' 
they themſelves cannot part without 
leave. And theſe becauſe they have 
no great Imploys of Conſequence, fim-

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"The Fourth ſort are, thoſe politick 
Teſuits , in whoſe Handsisthe Govern. 
ment of the Society, and theſeare they 
thatbeing Tempted by the Devil, with 
the ſame 'Lemptation Chriſt had (7 
will thee give all this, if thou wilt fall 
down and Wor ſhip me) have accepted 
the proffer,and Labour to bring their 
Spciety into aperfeCt Mengrehy, and 
to Eſtabliſh it's Headat Rome, where- 
at the princypal buſineſs of the Chriſti. 
zn World is Tranſa&ted.. There Re- 
ſidesthe Head or Chief of theſe Politi- 
tions, together with a yaſt.number of 
others of the ſame Profeſſion, wha 

being already,inform'd by their Crea- 

tures, of all thermportant Afﬀairs that 
are on Footinthe Court of Rome, have 
already deſign'd them,an iſſue, that 
is Subſervientto their Intereſt. They 
take it as their Priviledge, to Viſit e- 

very day the Courts of Cardinals and 

Embaſladors, with whom they Infi- 

nuate moſt dexterouſly to talk of Af. 

fairsinthat manner they pleaſe, andin 


that 
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that form: they think: conſiſts moſt 
with theirIntereſt,often'changingthe 
aſpe& of Aﬀairs. And becauſe the 
firſt Relations, eſpecially/'thoſe"of 
Religious Men, often makes a nota: 
ble impreſhon in the Minds of moſt; 
from hence it comes :ta- paſs, that 
&fﬀairs Tranſatted by Embaſſadors or 
other Agents of the Roman Court; 
have not ſuch an iſſue as Princes de- 
ſire. They Preccupy the Minds:of 
Men, by:their own LIatereſled, and 
many times by falſe Relations. By 
this means endeavouring that the Re- 
lations of Embaſladors or Agents may - 
have leſs Credit than theirs. And the 
ſame Artifice they uſe with Prelates in 
Rome, they uſe with Princes by the 
means of thoſe Feſutts of the ſecond 
Order; ſo that we may conclude, that 
the greateſt part of the buſineſs of 
Chriſtendom comes through the hands 
of the Jeſuits, and that Affairs have 
their iſſue, as they are fayour'd or op- 
pos'd by them. et 
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| '-Stupendious | and almoſt Imoetii: 
rm, is the Art with which they La- 
bour to bring about their Deligns, 
and. though at cannot be exattly de- 
{crib'd by.'me, yet it may be moſt 
clearly diſcern'd, by Princes that will 
Condeſcendto Read this ſmall Tratt, 
who with fome few Refleftions on 
paſt Affairs; will know the Truth of 
my Diſcourſe, and by calling to mind 
how matters have been carried for- 
merly, will-difſcover more'than canbe 
fpoken. In-like manner, not being 
contented with this their hidden Ar- 
tifice, by which they thruſt them- 
{elves intoall buſineſs of the World, 
(perſwading:themſelves that this was 
the only way to obtainthat Juriſdi&i- 
. on they defired) made a requeſtunto 
his Holineſs Pope Gregory the 13th, 
under this pretext, that it was forthe 
Advancement of the Holy See ; Thar 
he would Command, that for the fu- 
tare all his Legates Numntios &c.ſhould 
take with him one of their becky 
or 
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for thear Companion and Confident, 
by whoſe Advice and Councel #2 
might AC. 

Eourthly, By this way of manag- 
ingand knowledgeof Aﬀairs of State, 
the principal Feſuits have acquired, 
great Reputation among Princes as 
well Eccleſraftical as Civil, whom 
they perſwade that they have faidand 
done many things fortheiradvantage, 
from whence follow two great In- 
CONVENICNCIES. 

The Firſt is, That abuſing the 
Friendſhip and Bounty of Princes, 
they care not to diſguſt many private 
Families, both-Noble and Rich, by 
Uſurping,asl may ſay theirRiches,and 
leaving their Relations in great miſe- 
ry, and by enticing into their Sacie- 
ty young Noble men that frequent 
their Schools. If by chance any of 
them prove Sots or Fools by giving 
them Liberty, and, managing them 
Cunnivgly ; at laſt they get ſcar E- 


ſtates. 
* They 
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They Exclude from their Schools 
all poor Children contrary to the' or- 
der of their Founder, and the inten- 
tion 'of' theſe Benefaftors that gave 
them Lands for that purpoſe, bur it 
not being for theirIntereſt they Wave 
Ik. 

The Second Inconvenienceis; T hat 
theſe Fathers very* Artificially make 
known to the World, the Friend- 
ſhip and Intimidcy they have with 
Princes, by ſetting it forth greater 
than it is, in effe&;” on purpoſe to 
make all the Miniſters of 'State their 
Friends,. and that all People ſhould 
have recourſe to them for fayour; if 
not for Love, yet for Fear. They 
have Bragg'd publickly,that they can 
make whom they pleaſe Cardmals, 
Nuntios, Sheriffs, Lord Lieutenants, 
Governours of Caſtles, and whatnot. 
And ſome of them have faid, - that 
their Padre General, - can do more 
than the'Popg; and others fay, it is 
beter be of their Society that can 
make 
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make Cardinals than to be. one. All 
theſe things have been Spoken fo 
Publickly, thatthere1s ſcarce any one 
that has, had any Familiarity with 
them; to whom they have not Ex- 
wo themſelves in theſe or the like 

ches. 

Fifthly, Being Rooted as it : were 
in the Practice of State Afﬀeairs, they 
pretend they can fayour whom the 
pleaſe, and Diſgrace whomthey Lift; 
always uſing Religion as their pre- 
tence;; that there by, they may be be= 
liey'd, and bring about their deſigns: 
'They Propoſe to the King or Prince 
ſome:Body or other to feel his Pulſe; 
and if he chuſfeg one of his own like: 
ing; be fure they oppoſe him; if he 
be not for their Intereſt, and promote 
ſuch as are for their Intereſt; Without 
having any Regard; whither tliey are 
well afte&ed to the King or Merit; 

or fit-for the Charge 7 A mploy they 
are ih ; Whichoftzn difguftsthe es 


ple; cauſes InſtirreBioas,* Diſturbans 
ces.and the like. 
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Sixthly,. Juſt as.a Marriner: when 
the Wand is fair, puts! on 'the 
Sail; the-can; ſowhtn the Councilof 
the.” Puadre General ſits, which 
is-once a-day ; they Conclude tharir 
will be for their Intereſt, that futhor 
ſuch a Perſon in England or another 
Country, be promoted: to. ſuch and 
{ſnch Honour and Dignity, whichthe 
Padre: General. | eatily Aﬀſents' ro, 
being miov'd thereto by thoſe that 
reſide in thoſe ſeveral Countryes. -So 
they put all-the Intereſt they have; 'as 
it were at.one time to get it Effected, 
which feldom miſles. . Now the Man 
would be very Ingrareful that would 
not requitethe good Fathers with the 
ſame Cuwility they us'd towards him; 
and this/being ſo(forthey haven great 
many Hangers on-:fbr -Preferment) 
theſe Men think themfelvesmore Ob. 
liged tothe Feſkzts fortheir Promoti- 
on than'tothe King, fromwhotn they 
Receiye their Honour and Grandeur; 
and conſequently,- :more F ms 
{erve 
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ſerve then thanthe King. $b/thiat 
they 'Lavph” in their Sleeve at; 'the 
King, -when having Often a Faithful 
Friend, aged i 4 Gap for 4 
Spie of 'thews, ro ite Retnarks oft 
all His ACtions, which often p_»_ 
tO his t diſadvantage. +) $0 

I could give you matiy y Exdinples; 
but have! fo” mind £6” nate my felf 
too Odious to the 00d Society. The 
Zeſmits call choir Socket 4 Great __ 
narchy;- and one of their Super 
having vecaſion to Dont wn _ A 
Prince" it the Name of. the SOCIEty; 
began with Words becoming none 
but Emibaſſadorsof Princes ; and faidy 
Onr Setvety has always had a +2008 In- 
telligence with your Majeſty. 

Seventhly, ' Theſe Fathers Endea- 
vouit t9' perteadothe World, thatthe 
King favotits none but their Friends, 
and by theſe Wiles render them- 
ſelves Maſters of the Spirits of Men 
more than the Prince hamfelf, which 

C3 muſt 
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muſt needs be very Prejudieial to the 
King and his People. -So-that: if the 
Intereſt of, State ſhall require, theſe 
Religious Menlo Ambitious and Po- 
litick (being abſolute Maſters of fuch 
as are at the Helm of Goverment) 
may on the leaſt, diſpleaſure-againſt 
the King, cauſe Treaſonsand Rebel- 
lions, only by. the means of their Ad- 
herents ; and' if any King make uſe 
of the Feſtuts for. Confeſſors, Divines, 
or, the like, they-are but as ſo many 
Spies:to the Padre General at. Rome ; 
to whom they give a moſt exaQt Ac- 
count of the moſt Secret Afﬀeairs that 
are had in Councel. By which it 
comes to paſs, that the Kings De- 
ſignsareprevented, his Secrets,of what 
Importance ſoever diſclos'd, without 
knowing the Author; and many times 
thoſe.that know nothing of the Mat- 
ter, are diſplac'd on that 'Account, 
by their means to make Room for 
their Creatures, 

Eight« 
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Eighthly, As all Subje&s onght, 
it ide b a Natural a es 
Second the Inclinations of their King ; 
ſo do all theſe Feſuits obey their Padre 
General at Rome, who takes notice 
of thoſe who with great Induſtry, do 
endeavour to promote the Grandieur 
and Riches of the Society ; or make 
uſe of their Friends or Relations, to 
know the Secrets of the Kings Heart, 
that they may be able to inform the 
Aſſiſtant at Rome,or the Padre Gene- 
ral thereof, By this meansthey get his 
favour, and many times great Honour, 
which they could have no thoughts 
to obtain otherwiſe ; for they prefer 
none in their Society, but thoſe that 
are moſt excellent States-men, and 
are very fit to Advance the Society to 
that degree of greatneſs they Aſpire 
unto. 

Ninthly, As the Bees ſuck their 
Honey from divers Herbs and Flow- 
ers, ſo from the Infallible Relations 
which Jeſuits have of the Intereſt of

But as ſoon asthey havedrawn 
theix, own profit from thence, they 
begin P conſider, whether the great- 
nels ofthis King one Day may not 
redound to their, Detriment ; they 
prolong with great Artificesand Cun- 
ning (as Lawyers dotheir Cauſes) the 
Bulineſs that 1s in Hand, and in pro- 
ceſs of time, turn the Scales, and Ruin 
thoſe yery deſigns to which at Firſt 
they gave Birth. 1 could Inſtance it 
in. many Caſes but: for Breyity fake,

Tenth- 
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'Tanthly,Fromthoſe [= 
b ylaig) i it lows thatthe ZefetZhave 
no:/good Will or Right lntentianto- 
wards any Prince, Temporal onSpi 
ritual ; any further than it may cone 
fiſt with their own Intereſt /; from 
whence it likewiſe folow's; that no 
Prince, much leſs a Spiritnal Pxince, 
can imploy them with fafety : For 
they ſhew themſelves Equally  At- 
fegedtoall People,by feigning them- 
ſelvesofthe French Party, when there, 
and fo of other Nations when occaſi- 
on requires; and when their Intereft 
Commands, they carenot whamthey 
prejudice; from whence 1t comes to 
paſs, - that Buſineſs put ainto7therr 
Hands ſeldom comes to a goad Ifhne, 
becauſe they always ſerve him,:from 
whom they can getmoſt: Andinthis 
point their Cunning is wonderful; for 
fome declare themſelves for Hae, 
others for Spain and the Emperor, 
and ſo for other Princes, by: whom 
they deſire ta be favour'd.. Andifa- 


ny 
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ny Prince make uſe of a Feſuit for his 
Confident in any Buſineſs, he Writes 
immediately to the Padre General at 
Rome, from whom he expe&san An- 
{wer to the whole Aﬀair, together 
with an order how he ſhall A&there- 
in, :and Conformable to that-Order 
he Governs himſelf; not conſidering, 
whethetthe Order of the Father Ge- 
neral be Conformable to the Will 
and DireCtions of the Prince, -who 
hath committed the Bulineſs to his 
Care: ''So that he minds only the1n- 
tereſt of the Society, and not of the 
Prince: 
Moreover, They know the In- 
tereſt of all Princes, andare very well 
inforn'd of what paſfles in their moſt 
Secret ' Councils every Day; from 
whence / it comes, that thoſe fe 
"themſelves of the French Party, be- 
ing Commanded 1o to do by thoſe 
Politick Feſurts at Rome; Propoſe to 
the King and his chief Miniſters;cer- 
tain Conſiderations of State, 'Thofe 
of 
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of Spain do the like, and fo of other 


Kingdoms, which cauſes that great 
Difference and Diſtruſt that is at this 


Hourberween Chriſtian Princes; that _ 


one will not truſt another, which? iS 
very Prejudicial to the Publick Re- 
pole and-Tranquility of Europe, and 
renders it very == Fo to make a 
League to the diladyanztage of the 
Common Enemy the Turk, as it might 
be eaſily ſcen, when by the Bounty of 
Alexander the Seventh, - there was a 
deſign Form'd to Recover the King- 
dom of Canate then Invaded, and al- 
moſt Swallow'd up by the Ottomar 
Forces ; and beſides all this, it ren- 
ders our Peace at Home very unlſe- 
cure. 

Moreover, by theſe Artificial ways 
of theirs, they have ſo Generally. 0- 
pen'd the Eyes of the World, by 


making them Submit in Matters. of 


State ; that to the very great Preju- 
dice of the Holy See, they mindno- 
thing elſe, and Weigh all their Acti- 


Ons 


by 
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ons 1n thoſe Scales. - And that which 
is worſe, the very Hereticksthemſelves 
are awakened, at\their, Helliſh, Arti- 
fice, and haye 1.carnt. their. way ſo 
well, that they, baye 5 PRypted with 
Princes, to protect.t hem, to our great 
Loſs : So E Kel they that, wore at firſt 
Lutherans,and might in time þeRe- 
claim'd from. their Errors, are now 
become- Atherfts and Polititians, dif- 
ficult to be Conyerted, if God by a 
Wonder do nor Reduce them. 

I will not be Silent here, but let 
every. one know the Methods they 
ule to Ingratiate themſcives with Prin- 
ces, It's not: many. Years ſince a Fa- 

ther of theirs Named Perſfonius Aſti- 
ſtant of England, WroteaBook againſt 
the Succeſlionof the King of Scots to 
theCrown of England. Another Father 
of theirs called Chriſonius,with others 
of the Society ; defended the Right 
of the King of Scots againſt Perſou:- 
vs, feigning to beat Differenceamong 
themſelves ; and all this was done ſo 
Artifi- 
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Artificially; and withthe Conſent of 
the Padre General ; that whoſoeyer 
Succeeded to the Crawnof Englend, 
they had open'd- a- fair Gap to 0 Eſta: 
vliſh their Society and {o Increas'd 
their Intereſt in England. 

In what Labyrinths did they. put 
Caſunere King of Poland? 

From thele Examples one may 
Conclude, T hat Princes are the Qb- 
je&s of all the Determinations and 
Actions of the Feſwits; and by Con- 
ſequence do Verifie their ſaying; That 
their Society is a Great Monarchy. 

Eleventhly, T hat the Zeſurits Va- 
lue not much to diſpleaſe any King, 
apPears As clear _—- gun, by the Ex- 
periences of many Inſtances : For 
there is no Body but knows,that they 
ought above all others to be Obedi- 
ent and Subſervient to the Pope ; be- 
ing thereunto obliged, not only-by 
Oath, but for many other imporcant 
Reaſons : Yet even this Power they 
have rejeded ; inſomuch, that when 

DE 
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Pris the Fifth (moſt worthy of Praiſe 
for this- Adtion,. being Illuminated 
by the Holy Ghoft) would have Re- 
form'd theſe Holy Fathers,' and 
brought them to the ſame Exemplary 
way of Living with other Orders; 
they would not obey his Mandate : 
Some few there were that did Com- 
ply with the Pope,” and theſe they 
Ridicul'd by the Name of Quintian, 
as if they were not of their Society. 

They likewiſe Diſobey'd San Car- 
lo Archbiſhop of Milan, who would 
have them Comply with the Canons 
of the Church. For contrarytotheir 
Order, they Merchandize in Pearls, 
Rubies, Diamonds, &c. which they 
bring from the [nudes : And it isthe 
ovinion of many, that the greateſt 
part of the precious Stones that are 
Sold at Yenice, are the Merchandize 
of the Jeſuits ; and this appears by 
thoſe that they have and do imploy 
as Brokers for them, which being 
Diſcovered,were ſent for to Rome, and 
proceed- 
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proceeded againſt according to Law: 
I will not, 4 muſt-not Name them ; 
but will Enlarge on this Subject, ſce- 
ing I care. not much to inſinuate my 
ſelf into-the Favour, of any Prince, 
to-whom this Tratt may not be Ac- 
ceptable. 1 delire:to Serve all Prin- 
ces and offend none, nor do I intend 
this as an Invective againſt the Holy 
Fathers, whom I otherwile ſincerely 
Obſcrye and.. Reverence : 1 ſhall 
Briefly only ſer forth their Waysand 
Cuſtoms. | | 
Twelfthly, Sometimes weſee Peo- 
ple grievoully Afflicted, ſend.forth 
Groans reaching to the very Heavens, 
without knowing the Reaſons there- 
of. - 'The whole World Complains 
of the Feſuits : Some, that they have 
Perſecyted, others that they have 
dealt Treacherouſly by; and yetthe E- 
vil continues without eaſily percei- 
ving the Reaſon thereof. Such is 
the defire they have to make them- 
ſelves Great, that they care not whom 
they 
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they Diſguft : "They Langtrat Prin- 
ces, OpprefsthePoor, take by Fraud 
and Extortion the Eſtates: of 1 
Widows, Deftroy"Noble Fatnilics, 
Create Sufpittons between Chriſtian 
Princes, by Intruding themſelves in- 
to all Important Aﬀairs of State. 
Nowasit wouldbe very incortveni- 
ent; that that part of the Body that 
was laſt Formed; and Serves only 
as the Suplement tv the reft, ſhould 
Extraft all the pure Blood and: Viral 
Spirits from them (for by this means 
there muſt be # fdden Diſſolution of 
the whole) ſo itis very ſtrange, that the 
Society of the Feſittts in'the Body of 
the C Chnrch;whoought mindnothing, 
but-Converting Hereticks; ard bring- 
ing duners wy Repentahce, ſhonld 
meddle with State Affairs '/and nor 
only make a Prey of Princes; but of 
the Church too:' By this the publick 
and private Peace is Diftarbed. Ma- 
ny Subjects that are worthy to beEx- 


alted are depreſt, and thoſe promot- 
ed

ed that deſerve Oblivion; andagreat 
many other! 1uconveniencies follow. 

How Vaſt'their deſire of Greatneſs 
is, may'þbe proved by.many Reaſons 
drawn from Experience, :but ſhall on- 
ly Inſtance.it in the Words of Father 
Perſonins a. Feſnit, 1n his Book Writ- 
ten in Engtsſb, and Entituled, The 
Reformation of England, ; where after 
having blam'd Cardinal Pool, whotor 
his Virtue 'and Merits deſerv'd Eter- 
nal Memory : And having taken No- 
_ tice of a great many Failings and Im- 
perfe&ions m the Council of Trent, 
at laſt Concludes ; "That when EAng- 
land ſhall 'Return to: the true Catho- 
hck Faith, | he would haveit Reduc'd 
to the State of the Primmnive Church, 
by putting in Common all the Church 
Lands,:, and 'by leaving the Care of 
all ro Seven Wife Men, | which areto 
be Feſunts ; permitting not any other 
Religious Men of what Orderſoever, 
to come into England, under greatpe- 
nalties, without their leave, deſigning 


to 
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ro-ſuffer none but ſome poor. Mendi« 
cants beſides themſelves: But becaufe 
Self-love is Blind, and'that a Wiſe 
Man may be 1mprudent; you ſhall 
hear what a Ridiculous Fancy this 
Father hath; for hefaid,' Hen Eng- 
land ſhall Return to the true baith, it 
would not be Convenient, that the Pope 
Jhould Receive any of the Church Re- 
venues of that Kingdom for the firſt 
Five Tears, but that they ſhould be 
left to the Management of theſe Seven 
Wiſe. Men, who ſhould make uſe of 
them as they think fit, for the Benefit 
of the Church." | Theſe are the very 
Words of the'Printed Book which. [ 
keep by me; to: ſhew to anythat have 
the'Quriofity to fee it : ,a great many 
others. may: 'be;:found in. England, 
where it was Printed. / 'Thegood Fas 
_ deſigning by the Idea he had of 
; That after the firſt Five Years 
were Expired, by ſome Trick or 0- 
ther (in which they abound) to Re- 
confirm thefame forother Five Yearss 


and 
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and ſo.on till they had quite exclud- 
ed the Pope. 

In; this little 'T rat, who can but 
ſee the Covetouſneſs and Ambition 
of the Feſuits, together with the de- 
ſire..to make themſelves Monarchs 
Painted to the Life ? Who can but 
ſee-the Art they uſe to promote their 
Intereſt, -neither Valuing the Detri- 
ment or Profit of any Man? 

Did they not in Gregory the T hir- 
teenth's time, Requeſt that they might 
be Inveſted in allthe Parochial Chur- 
ches 1n-Rome, that they might there 
found the Head of . their. Monarchy ? 
And what they could not obtain at 
Rome they have in England, where 
they have of late made Choiſe of a 
Zeſuit in Yoto for an Arch-prieſt; who 
inſtead of proteCting the Clergy, like 
a Ravening Woolf perſecutesall thofe 
Prieſts that are Independent of their 
Order, and brings them to deſpair, 
by depriving them of the Liberty of 
one toanother ; that aug | 
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all the Clay i in England are eſuts, 
neither will they take any into their 
Colledges that are not Feſiats in Yo- 
te: So that if England ſhould return 
to the Ancient Faith, it would give 
the Birth to a Real Zeſuitical Monar- 
chy: Becauſe all the Eccleſiaſtical In- 
comes, all the Abbeys, Biſhopricks, 
Benefices, Monaſteries, and other 
Church- Lands would beConferr'd by 
one 7eſuit upon another. 

_ This 1 the Reaſon, and ISpeakit 
with Tears, that at this Time fofew 
Hereticks are Converted, eſpecially 
in England; becauſe all the Ancient 
Clergy that Labour'd with great Suc- 
ceſs;are almoſt all Extin&. Sowell the 
Zeſutts Attributeall to themſelves, that 
they mind more their own Worldly 
Ends than the Careof Souls: More- 
over the Hereticks ſee the great Op- 
prefſions and Injuries the 7eſ#:ts uſe 
towards: the other Catholick Priefts, 


andthe Artand Cunning wherewith 


they proceed, that:.they hate-them 
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ſo,as many will not be Converted, be- 
cauſe they will not be Tyraniz'dover 
by them. 

I omit here a great many things as 
their pretentions on the State, by ſhew- 
ing themſelves Zealous thereof, and 
Defirous of Grandeur and - Favour, 
they eaſily get it from the King, by 
telling him they are the Peoples Dar- 
lings-; and that they will make him 
to be Loy'd by his Subje&s : Theſe 
things are Obvious to every Mans 
Eye. 1 ſhall End the Diſcourſe with 
'Three:or Four Conſiderations. | 

Firſt, The Feſwits being Men of 
Refined Wit, and having great De- 
ſigns on Foot, are always great Lo- 
vers of News, and ſtill go up and 
down either to ſeek or to make ſome 
that may be Suitable to their Circum- 
ſtance ; and by this way many times 
obtain their Ends. And therefore to 
a King that has Peace and Friends at 
home, the Feſuzts are no way needful; 
for they may cauſe great Diſturbances, 
D.3 and 
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and put the State indanger, if Living 
there they are not Favour'd, or if Fa- 
vour'd, things are not Govern'd ac- 
cording to their Advice. 

Secondly, If theſe Peoplethat have 
no "Temporal Juriſdiction in the 
World, Cauſe ſuch great and grie- 
vous Diſturbances; what would they 


do if one of them ſhould be made. 


Pope? He would firſt fill the Conſfiſto- 
ry with Zeſuzts, and ſo keepthe Pope- 
dometothemlſelves, and next'govern- 
ing themſelves according to their In- 
tereſt, and having the Aſſiſtance of 
the Pope, they would endanger the 
Eſtate of many Princes ; eſpecially 
their Neighbours. 

Thirdly, this Pope if it were poſſi- 
ble, would Inveit them into ſome C1- 
ty or Temporal Juriſdiftion, by which 
they might open a path to a thouſand 
other deſigns, the which cannot but 
redound to the Loſs of other Princes. 


Fourth- 
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Fourthly, And when the Confaſto. 
ry is filPd with Zeſuzts, all the Patri- 
mony of Chriſt would be in their 
Hands, and as in an Hydropick Man, 
the more he Drinks, the more he may; 
So the Zeſuits being puftup with Gran- 
deur, would become more Covetous ; 
and cauſe the greater trouble. And 
as there 1s nothing more given to 


Change than a State ; theſe Fathers 


by all their Art and Force, Endea- 
vour to bring about things ſo, asthey 
may introduce the Power of their Go- 
vernment, and make themſelves real 


- Monarchs. Andtothis End they En- 


deavour. as.much as in them: lies, to 
get a Son of ſome Princeamong them, 
that'they might in Fine, poſleſsthem- 
ſelves of his Eſtate ; and this had 
been done long fince, had not ſome 
oppos'd their deſigns. 

This done, they might _ make 
themſelves Maſters of the Eccleſiaſti- 
cal State ; and as they are Subtil Cun- 
ning and Witty, . would find preten- 

| D 3 tions 
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tiogs to encreaſe it, and not want 
means to bring about their Deſigns. 

And tho” this be but a bare Idea mthe 
Minds of Princes, yet it maynotbe of 
{mall Moment;eſpecially totheNeigh- 
bouring Princes. 

It is therefore Neceſſary for the 

Conſcryation of the publick Peace, 

: 2r the upholding of States, the In- 

calc of the Holy See, and the profit 

ai} che World, that the Pope, with 

cho help of ſome Ghriſtian Princes, 

»1t a {top to the riſe of theſe Fathers, 

leaſt he may have a Rival as well as 
Navi for his Kingdom. 

And whenT ſhall bedefir'd to Write 
my Opinion, concerning fit means to 
Regulate theſe Fathers without their 
Hurt or Damage, but with a. great 
deal of Good, being very willing to 
makethem Monarchs of Souls, which 
is Chriſts Treaſure ; but not of the 
Worldand Worldly Intereſt. Ifhall 
do it with all Charity, and by. the

The Firſt Inſtruction. 


How we ſhould behave our Selves in 
that City or Country, Firſt of all, 
after having gotten nd to Found 
a Colleage there. 


T 1s-Ordered, That our Society 
ſhew themſelves Grateful to the C1- 
tizens and Inhabitants where they have 
lately Founded a Colledge, and that 
they may dothisthe better, they muſt 
have their Eyes always about them, 
and be ſure to mind their own Inte- 
reſt before others. That in the be- 
ginning it would be Convenient, that 
they 


_ 
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they dothe Vileſt Services in the Ho- 
ſpitals, that they Viſit the Sick and 
Infirm, hear the Confeſſions of all that 
come, and go about a great way to 
ſeek Charity for the Poor ; and af- 
terwards Diſtribute to them Publick- 
ly, that the People ſeeing their pious 
Behaviour, may be more Liberal to- 
wards them. 


— 


'The Second Inſtruction. 


After what manner we may obtain the 
Intrinſick Familiarity of : Princes 
and great Men. 


I this we ought to take great Care, 
having Learnt by Experience, that 
Kings and great Men Lovethoſe Di- 
vines, that do not. too ſeverely Re- 
prehend them for their Faults, but 
Interpret them in the beſt Sence. 
This is ſeen in. the Contrafts of 
Kings with” their neareſt Relations 
which Corres,” are yety difpleaing 
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to the Common People :.: But ſich 
Kings Aﬀett it, we ought to Encou- 
rage them 1n it, by giving them hopes 
to obtain their deſire, and by propo- 
ſing them Reaſons to increaſe their 
Flame; by telling them, that ſuch a 
Match may be the cauſe of a ſtricter 
Alliance between Kindreds, and of 
greater Glory to God. ThE 

In like manner, when a King be- 
gins any Enterprize that his Nobles 
may not approve of; as for Example. 
If he has a mind to make War with 
any other Prince or Republick, we 
ought then to Second the Will of the 
King, and Adviſe him to be conſtant 
therein. On the other hand we per- 
ſwade the Nobles of the Kingdom, 
that they ought to Excuſe and Con- 
Form to the Will of their Prince, but 
we muſt not deſcend to particulars, 
leaſt the Fault, if any be 1mputed to 
us ; and if by chance we are Re- 
proach't, we alledge our General In- 
ſtruftions, that forbid us. to-meddle 
withany ſuch thing. To 
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ToobtaintheFamiliarity ofa King, 
the beft way is to be their Meſlſen- 
ger in concerns, that may be accepta- 
ble to them : By Gifts we can over- 
come and oblige the Mindsof Kings, 
Miniſters, and Councellors of State ; 
who Reveal his Secrets, and Faith- 
fully informus of his Inclinationsand 
way of Living, what things he De- 
 lightsin, and what way to pleaſe him, 
and when Occaſion offers, we Inſinu- 
ate into his AﬀecCtions. 

If Kingsand greatMen want Wives, 
we propoſe them ſuch Matches, as 
their Relations are well AfﬀeCtted to- 
wards us, we Paint ſuch a Relationin 
ſuchColoursas ſhall be moſt acceptable 
toaKing ; andſoby the means of their 
Wives, we ſhall make thoſe Kings 
and great Men kind to us; yea, our 
greateſt Friends, tho* they were for- 
merly our Enemies. This 1s Matter of 
Fa&, Witneſs, the Houſe of Auſtria of 
France,the Kingsof Poland,and other 
Potentates : For Women ſeldome 

change 
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change their mind, and their favour 
is never cold towards us, if we fre- 
quently inculcatethe love they ought 
to have towards the Society : and by 
their Servants that are Faithful to us, 
which we keep in our Friendſhip by 
Gifts and Services. - All the Princes 
or Ladies Secrets are Revealed to us, 
or atleaſt ſo muchas weneed to know. 
As to what concerns the Goyern- 
ment of the Conſciences of Kingsand 
great Men, We follow the Opinion 
of thoſe that make Conſciences larger 
than the Mozks would have it to be; 
inſomuch, that they Deſert the Monks 
and follow us, and depend wholly on 
usasto the Direction of their Souls. 
ToReconcile Kingsand great Men, 
we mult let them know the Merits of 
our Society, by telling them, it hath 
Powerto takeoff Cenſures and reſery'd 
Caſes ; to diſpence with Faſting, to 
make Marriages Lawful, or Void, or 
thelike. | | | 
| We 
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We. Invite Kings or great Men to 
our Schools, we Salute them with 
Verſes, we Dedicate Theſes to them, 
and if it will turn to Account, we 
treat them in the Refefory ; and if 
their Quality deſerves it, we, whilſt 
we Eat, Harrangethem in ſeveral forts 
of Languages, we Compoſe Difte- 
rences*twixt Great and Rich Men. 
If by chance any Lord that is our 
Enemy ServesaKing that isourFriend, 
we offer him our Favour; and tell him 
that the King beſtow'd on'him theſe 
Honours and Favours, by our Entreaty 
and Inſtance : Finally we bring it a- 
bout ſo, that Kings and great Men 
that are ſo Aﬀe&ted towards us for our 
ſakes, will ACt againſt their Friends 
and neareſt Relations, and they will 
never promote any Man that 1s 
Caſhierd by the Society. To the 
Nobles, we pronounce their Honours 
to be from our Influences; -and being 
Inſtated, we Harrange them by our 
Scholars, preſent them with mou 
fu 
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full of Praiſes and Verſes, at their 


Firſt Entrance into their Governments 
and Imployments.

The 'Third Inſtruction. 
What things the poor Lords, who are 0- 
therwiſe of great Power in the Com- 


mon-Wealth ſhall do for us. 


{ E ought to get the Favour of 
{uch ſecular Lords, and im- 
plore their Aid againſt our Adverſa- 
ries, their Fayour in Law-Suits, their 
Leave and Power to Buy Villages, 
Houſes, Gardensand Stone Quarries 
to Build our Colledges withal, par- 
ticularly in ſuch a City as ſhall Re- 
fuſe to Admit us ; ſuch Lords will 
Reconcile, Mitigate, and Bridle the 
Fury of the Common People, by 
ſtanding our private Friends. 
It they.be Spirizaal Lords, as Arch- 
Biſhops or Biſhops, we ought to be- 
have our{clyes according to what Na- 


tion 
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tion they are of: But we ought tode- 
| fire of all Biſhops, that neither the 
Curates nor the Pariſhioners within 
their Nioceſs, do hinder our Preach- 
ing; but on the contrary, Reverence 
and Reſpect us. 

From the 1talian Biſhops whoſe 
Power 1s great; haying Firſt of all 
obtain'd the Princes leave, we deſire 
that they would give our Soczetytheir 
Monaſteries, Abbeys, Headſhip of 
Colledges, Pariſhes, Foundations of 
Altars and other Benefices, only al- 
lowing ſome ſmall Compenſation to 
the Secular Prieſts and other Religi- 
ous Men, which may be eaſily gotin 
a Country where the Pap:/ts live to- 
gether with the Hereticks and Scil- 
maticks. We perſwade the Biſhops, 
that by this means we ſhall do a great 
deal of ' good to the Church of God, 
which they could not Reaſonably ex- 

pect'from other Religious Men, and 
| ſecular Prieſts. We praiſe their E- 
piſcopal Zeal, and when our Society 
| 1s 
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is in poſſeſſion of theſe Eccleſiaſtical 


Livings; we Eternize the Memory of 
the Fa&,: Particularly, our Society 
may eaſily poſleſs thoſe Church Re- 
venues, from thoſe Biſhops that are 
as it were our Slaves, and depend on 
us to. be promoted to Richer Biſho- 
pricks and greater Honours. And 
when Kings or Biſhops have Found- 
ed us any Colledges, we moſt deſire 
that we alone poſle(s the Parochial 
Churches, and have power of giving 
the Pariſh Living, with the- care of 
Souls to whom we pleaſe : T hat the 
Father Preſident, that 1s at that time, 
ſhall be the Patron and Head Man 
of the Pariſh, and Government of the 
Church wholly ours. "That thoſe 
Princes or Prelates procure us the Pul- 
pits of all the great Churches 1n their 
moſt Noble Cities, and if we Treat 
of Blefling or Canonizing any of our 
Bleſſed Society ; it ought to be_pro- 
moted by the means of the Fink at 
Prelate, Fi 
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If any Famous Perſon be deſign'd 
by his Prince, for Embaſſadour into 
any Country, we muſt have a care, 
thatthey donot Transfer their AﬀeSti- 
on to any other Religious Men ; and 
that they take none of them, with 
them into any Province or Kingdom 
where we Reign. Theſe Embaſſa- 
dors we Invite to our Colledges, and 
we Treat them according to the mea- 
ſure of our ExpeCtation from them.

The Fourth Inſtruction.' 


What things the Confeſſors of Kings 
and great Men ought chiefly tomind. 


E muſt diſpoſethe Dire&tions 

of Kings and Noble Men 

very well, and beſure to order things 
and their Events, ſo that it might not 
happen as they would have ir, but 
quite contrary ; and that we do not 
meddle with State Afﬀairs of a fudden, 
þut by degrees. We ought to tell 

E great 
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great Men, that the Diſtribution of 
the Eſtateand Dignity of a Common- 
Wealth, ought to be according to 
Juſtice, that they highly offend God 
if it be otherwiſe; and likewiſe the 
Confeſlors and Chaplains of Kings 
ought to tell them, that they haveno 
mind to meddle with State Affairs or 
Adminiſtration of Government; that 
if they do, it muſt be to Serve them, 
and /again{t their Intentions ; but by 
their Office, they are bound to tell 
them what mannerof Men they ought 
to be at the Helm, and with what 
Qualities andGifts they ought to been- 
dow'd;to thatend,they ought to praiſe 
the Friends of the Society before the 
King, becauſe they will A& for our 
Intereft:But theConteſlors ought never 
to Nomunate to the King theſe Men 
_ themſelves, butby the way of, theirs or 
the Kings Friends. And the Society 
ought to Inform the Confeſlors and 
Chaplains of great Men, what Men 
are for promoting the Society, where 
they 
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they Live, what Power and Riches 
they have in the Common- Wealth ; 
and what Liberty they have for that 
Society. They ought to have a Liſt 
of thoſe Men whom they ought to 
mention, and dexteroufly recommend 
to the King as occaſion ſhall offer. 
The King will beeafilyprevaiFd with 
to prefer thoſe Men, whom they have 
heard their Confeſlors ſo often praiſe: 
The Confeſlors and Chaplains cught 
to Treat Kings mildly ; and aboyecall, 
notto Enjoyn them too much Penance; 
nor offend them when they Preach or 
Diſpute Publickly ; that they ſeem 
loath to take their Confeſſions. That 
they content themſelves with little 
Money for their own Expences, and 
when they are in a Kings Palace, that 
they Retire into the Common Apart- 
ments; that they put Kings oftenand 
prudently in mind, that they ought 
not-to part an Hairs Bredth from the 
| Dire&ions and Counſel of their Spiri- 
tual Fathers. 
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They ought likewiſe to keep Cor- 
reſpondents, that they may know of 
the Death of any of the Miniſters of 
State ; and that with all Diligence, 
they ought to Sollicit the King for 
ſomeoftheir Friends, to ſucceed them 
in their Places. By this means they 
will clear themſelves from the very 
ſuſpicion of Governing, when they 
only promote the Cauſe of their 
Friends ; and that more by other 
People than themſelves.

The Fifth InſtruQtion. 


How we may Reconcile Rich Widows 
. to our Joctety. 


OR this Aﬀair, we ought tochuſe 
Fathers that are of ſome Years 

and Gravity, but of Lively Com- 
plexions. They ought to Viſitthem 
often, and if they ſhew themſelves 
well Aﬀected towards us, we Rec1- 


procally return them the good _— 
| O 
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of the Society. If the Widows ac- 
cept of them, and begin to frequent 
our Churches; we Aſlign them Con- 
feſlors, that {hall Inſtru&t them well, 
and make them conſtant in their Wi- 
dowhood ; by telling them the hap 
pineſs that attends a ſingle Life, that 
it 1s acceptable to God, and Merito- 
rious : This Buſineſs will haveagood 
Iflue , if we can perſwade them 
to leflen the Number of their Servants, 
to Conſtitute new Officers and Stew- 
ards of their Eſtates, and likewiſe to 
Allow ſo much towards the Expences 
of the Houſe. But asto this, we muſt 
behave our ſelves, according to the 
Circumſtance of the place they live 
in, and the Humour of the Ferions 
we have to do with. 

But Firſt of all, the Confeſlors 
muſt make them accept of their Coun- 
ſel, and follow their Dire&tions ; as 
an Eftabliſh'd Foundation of their E- 


' ternal good : So they ought to pro- 


pole to them, frequent uſe of the Sa- 


3 craments 
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craments, hearing Maſs, Reciting the 
Litany once a Week, 'Fhey ought 
to make Publick Sermons and Exhor- 
tations in the praiſe of Widow- 
hood; and likewiſe to tell them of 
the Troubles, Dangers and Sorrows, 
of a Repeated Marriage. And if a- 
ny Nobles make Love to them, which 
they are Inclinable to accept of ; the 
Confeſlors ought by degrees, to Inſi- 
nuate and tell them of their V ices, Ill 
ways of Living, and the like ; which 
being done, they will ſcarce think of 
Marrying any more. 

If they are once taken with their 
Widowhood, their Confeſſors ought, 
as ſoon as may be, to perſwade them 
to a Religious Life; and the Vow of 
Chaſtiry once made z hinders them 
from a Second - Marriage ; in which 
time they ought to make them believe | 
they will give them all generous Li- 
berty ; but withal; that they admit: 
few Strangers, and that they Treat 
thoſe very ſparingly ; ; that their Al- 
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moners may be Stewards of their E- 
ſtates, and that their Servants may be 
{uch, as depend on our Society. 
Thus by little and little, we ſhall 
induce the Widows ro do good 
Works,Governing inall things accord- 


ing to the DireCtion of their Spiritual 
Fathers. 


The Sixth Inſtruction. 


What way we ought to uſe to keep the 
Widows in ther Widow hood, and 
diſpoſe of their Income. 


F any Widow has ſhown her Libe- 
rality more than Ordinary towards 

us, either by Gifts of Plateor Money, 
we muſt make her partake of the Me- 
rits of our Society. If ſhe has made 
a Vow of Chaſtity, ſhe muſt Renew 
according to our Cuſtom, twice a 
Year ; and if the Confeſſors Propofe 
to them the Domeſftick Order of the 
E + SOctety, 


' 
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Society, and they accept of it, it is 
Confirm'd by the Courr. 

We likewiſe Introduce their Men- 
ſeruous Confeſſions, as well at Chriſt- 
mas as Eaſter, and other Feaſt days ; 
amongſt the Males and Females, we 
appoint ſome that ſhall take Notice 
of the Defetts of Courtiers, and Re- 
late them in a pleaſaat way to the 
Lady-Widow. They prohibit all 
S1gns and Whiſpers, and ſecret Diſ- 
courſe, "The "Franſgreſlors are ſe- 
verely Chaſtiz'd in the Monaſtry. | 

There are honeſt Girls that ſpend 
theirtime continually in Godlineſs,and 
making Ornaments for our Churches ; 
and they have over them a Miſtreſs 
that teaches them to Work, and In- 
ſtruct them in good Manners. 

We often Viſit them, we ReſpeCt 
them, and keep them in a good Hu- 
mour, by our merry and facetious Di1- 
courſes: When we Confeſs them, we 
proceed not Rigorouſly, unleſs it be 
when we hayeno hopes togetany thing 
þy them. _ _ VVhen 
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VVhen we are in Fayour with the 
VVidows, it will be conyemient to 
Grant them farther Liberty, to come 
into our Colledges when they pleaſe ; 
to talk with them when and how long 
they pleaſe. 

VVhen it is Cold V Veather, and 
they feel themſelyes indiſpos'd there- 
by, we mult not ſuffer them to ſtir 
out of Doors. Their Daughters we 
muſt Celebrate with Epithalaminms 
and Verſes, made by our Students. 

VVhen any of them Dyes, weper- 
form their Funeral Obſequies with 
greatPomp andSplendour;their Hearſe 
15 not of common make, but Glorious 
and Magnificent, to pleaſe the Pride 
and Senſuality of the V Vidows, be- 
cauſe they are Liberal towards us ; but 
we mult have a care that it be done 
V Varily without Scandal. 

After having treated of diſpoſing 


their Revenues and Eſtates, we pro- 


pole to them that Laudablc PerfeC&ti- 
on, which 1s the State of Saints, who 
| laying 
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laying afide their Relations and 
Friends, gave all they had tothe poor 
of Zefus Chriſt; and bring Examples of 
ſome V Vidows, that by ſo doing 
haye become Saints in a very little 
time; and likewiſe, thatthey wholly 
Reſign themſelves, to the DireCti- 
on of their Confeflors in all things, 
who ought to perſwade them, that it 
would be more grateful to God, if they 
give nothing away, nonottothe 

Mendicants, without the knowledge 
of their Confeffors, who ought to 
have Schedules of what Charity they 
inkend ; and fo according to their 
pleaſure, they may either DetraC&t or 
Add, When there is a great deal of 
Money Rais'd out of their Eftates, 
that they may not be induced to Mar- 
ry again ; their Confeſlors ſhould per- 
{wade them to give them actual Pen- 
tions, ſuch as ſhould Anſwer every 
Year the Neceflity of our Colledge 
and profeit Houſes, eſpecially, that at 
Rome, and to fpend their Money 1n 
Holy 
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HolyOrnamentsandHangings,which 
after their Death, may ſerve to Adorn 
their Churches. 

 'Then ſhew them the defe&s of their 
Churches, the imperfe& Buildings 
of their Colledge; inducing them to 
Expend ſo much as ſhall Eternize 
their Memory; ſuch as the Building 
of Churches, Refe&ories, whichthey 
may Build moſt Glorious and Mag- 
nificent ; that ſo the Widows may 
have Opportunity, to ſhew their Li- 
berality to the World. 

'The like we ought to doto Princes 
and great Men, to incite their Libera- 
Iity. If the Widows have precious - 
Stories or Moveables, we muſt per- 
{wade them, they will be Conſecra- 
ted for ever, if they would give them 
to their Bleſſed Saint at Rome; and 
Confirm them by the Examples of 
ſome Bleſſed Matrons, thar have done 
the like before. By theſe Reaſons 
we aſſure them of true Perfe&ion, if 
they deſpiſe all Earthly things ; and 


if 
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if they Adopt their Society, they will 
certainly make Jeſus - Chriſt their 
Heir. 


The Seventh Inſtruction. 


How we ſhall bring it about, that the 


Sons and Daughters of our Devo- 
tees, and Widows may chuſe Rel:- 
gious Lives. 


\ A [ E ought to perſwade our De- 


votees ſtrenuouſly, and with 
many Arguments, to be troubleſome 
and 11] Natur'd towards their Chil- 
dren, eſpecially Daughters ; to Treat 
them roughly with Stripes and Faſt- 
ings and Threats, denying them fine 
Cloaths ; but withal, promiſing them 
to Augment their Fortunes, if they 
will become Nuns. ' hat they ſeem 
to them to be much troubled, that 
they will not be ſo, that they foolſh- 
ly Exagerate the dangers of a future 
Marriage ; and tell them the —_

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and troubles thereof : At laſt their Mo- 
thers dealing ſo Rigorouſly with them, 
they become weary of Living with 
them, and of their own accord put 
themſelves into a Nunnery.

The Eighth InſtruQtion. 
Hww we chuſe our Touth, and by what 
means we Retain them: 


Sp Art and Induſtry. is to be 


uſed, in getting of young Men 

of great 'Parts and Endowments of 
Mind, _ even 1uch as are Noble and 
Rich, to get them -to Embrace our 
Inſtitution. 'Thechiefof the Schools 
ought to be favourable to them, and 
ſuffer themnot to be Moleſted by their 
Uſhers:They are often to be:prais'd, 
we-give'them Gifts, take themtothe 
Vineyard, and treatthem with Fruit; 
and at Solemn Feaſts, admit «them 
to the:RefeQory ; and if at anytime 
| they 
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they deſerve the Rod, it is ſufficient 
they tell them their faults, and ſome 
times ſhow them an Angry Counte- 
nance,and reprovethem, tellingthem 
that Youth is inclined Naturally to all 
Evil. 

If afterward, they deſire to be ad- 
mitted of our Society, we muſt not 
receivethem preſently, but defer it to 
ſome other time ; and in the mean 
time we torment their deſire by our 
Diſcourſes, andtell them whataſweet 
Inſtitution ours is ; fothat by Encrea- 
- ſing their deſire more and more, they 
are almoſt Mad to be admitted. 

If any of them afterwards deſire tor 
part from the Society, we bid them 
Remember the great and ardent Deſire 
they had to be Admitted : Bur be- 
cauſe it is a great difficulty to get the 
Sons of Nobles and Senators in their 
own Country, weſend them to Rome, 
and ſend our Complements by them to 
the Father Generaland the Provincial.

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'; And if (ſuch Youths come from 
Germany, France, or other Parts, into 
—_ where weare,wemakeno 
ones of Receiving,them if they have 
a mind, eſpecially:if theKing of the 
Country be well AfﬀeCted towards us;

ſee the Excellency of our Conſti- 
tution, and the great Honour 
Kings give to our Society ;: we 1nft- 
nuate our ſelves intotheir Familiarity, 
and eaſily content them if Buſineſs 
or Honour requires it.

E ought to tell the Confeſlors 
of Kings and Princes, that 
ſceing they confer to their Patrons Spi- 


ritual Good, they ought not to be | 


ſlow in asking ſome Temporal Good 
of them for "the common Benefit of 
the Society, that they never refuſe a- 
ny. thing that ſhall be offered them : 

Andif they deferto give itus, we put 
them in mind of 1t, without ſhewing 
too much Covetouſnelſs.. Among the 
Confeſlors, if there. be any that are 
not very Induſtrious in promoting the 


good of our Society as they ought to 
do, 
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do, we remove from the Courts of 
Princes, and put them into our Col- 
ledges to Teach Children. 

Sometimes we hear, to our great 
Sorrow , that Young Widows dye; 
and meerly by the negligence of their 
Confeſlors, having not left us the 
moſt precious Moveables of their 
Church, as being not willing to ac- 
cept of them when the Widows in a 
fir of Piety did offer them. The 
way to get any thing, 15 not to mind 
our CONVEeniency of Time, but the 
will of the Donor. 

We'go to the Houſes of Noble- 
men and Citizens, and ask them ear- 
neitly, 1fthey, their Friends, or Re- 
lations, will givc any thing to our 
Churches for the good of theit Own. 
Souls. 

We ought allo to requeſt the kind- 
neſs of Biſhops and Pariſh-Priefts at 
their Entrance into their Places, and 
in their firſt Sermon to the Congre- 
gation, to Exhort.the Pariſhioners to 
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be kind to us; at which time we may 
get much Money. 

We ought, as much as in us lies, 
toCaptivate the Minds of thoſe Men, 
by telling them of the Liberality of 
the Society, and the Faithful Diſtri- 
bution of what we receive quite 0- 
therwiſe than the. Secular Prieſts or 
Monks do. 

We ought to have a perfe&t Know- 
ledge of the Cities and Places where 


we live, as alſo of all the Villages, | 


Gardens, Orchards, Vineyards, Fiſh- 
ponds, as they are poſleſſed of, or 
are dependant on them : As likewiſe 
what Mortgages or Contra&s thoſe 
Eſtates are obliged to ; and to try if 
by paying of the Debts, and by ta- 
king the Children of the Poſleſſors 
into our Society, fuch Eſtates may 
Come to us. 

Sometimes we ſell. our Eſtates to 
our Devotees, on condition our Soci- 
ety ſhall have them again reſtor'd in 
a little time Gratss. - 
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If it happen that Widows that 
are well affected towards us have on- 
ly Daughters, we put them into a 
Monaſtery, and give them the leaſt 
part of their Dowry ; and afterwards 
all their Lands and Subſtances become 
our own with little trouble. 

But if the Widows have one or 
more Sons that we have no hopes 
to bring to our Society, we perſwade 
the Mothers that it is ſufficient if they 
leave them their Eſtates ; that they 
mult give and bequeath all their own 
Fortunes and Stock to them : But if 
it happens that our Widows be chief 

Owners of a Lordſhip or two of 
Land or more, and be well affe&ted 
towards us, we muſt endeavour with 


our Cajolings to. induce them to re- 


ſign their Eſtates to us on condition 
to receive from us an Annual Penſion 
for their Subliſtance, that ſo being 
freed from Temporal Cares , they 
may: have more leiſure to work out 
their own Salvations.

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The Eleventh Inſtruction. 


What Socteties we ought to Inflitute,and 
how to Govern them, 


S to-the Political Government 
of the Society, it will be ne- 
ceſlary that we Inſtitute ſeveral Soci- 
eties of the ſeveral Ranks and Cond1- 
tions of Men we h+*e to deal wirhal ; 
to every one of which, we afll 
prudent Confeſlor, who with frequent 
Exhortations, both publick and pri- 
vate, mult perſwade them, if they 
would keep ſafe Conſciences, that 
they part not a lttle from. the Dire- . 
tions of their Confcflors, bur that 
they follow his Counſel in all things 
as the only way to Life Eternal: And 
every Feaſt he ought to praife Ju- 
ftice, and reconiment 3 it to them car- 
neſtly ; as alſo Obedience that is due 
to Superiors; and eſpecially to 
their Spiritual Father : Which being 


done, 
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done, if he Preach before Merchants, 
he may cunningly perſwade them that 
with Eminent Charity they would 
ſupply the Neceflities of the Poorof Je- 
ſusChriſtinthe Servants of his Society. 

The Confeſfors ought to perſwade 
the Artizans who often work Cheat- 
ingly, to do ſome Excellent Picce of 
Work in our Colledges or Churches, 
ſuch as may be to the Eternal Memo- 
ry of their Names and Profeflion. 

We ought to enquire of Servant- 
Men and Maids the Secrets of their 
Maſters and Miſtreſics, what and how 
great an Eſtate they have ; and whe- 
ther we may by any way or means 
reach any part thereof: Whether any 
other Religious Men frequent. their 
Houſes,” and for what end; and what 
News they hear in the Town. 

If we are to Confels any Miniſters 
of Juſtice; or Bailifts, or the like, 
the Confeſſors ought to tell them that 
they mult not be too quick to take up 


Men, and caſt them into Jayl ; nor 
—©-4 be 
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be too thirſty after Humane Blood. 
TT hat as they ought to keep Conſci- 
ences vaid of Offence, having firſt 
had Order from the King, or Magi- 
ſtrate, to apprehend any guilty Per- 
ſon, that they do not execute it till 
they firſt declare it to their Confeſlor, 
that he may know whether the Cauſe 
be juſt or not ; who after! divulgeth 
the ſame to the Superior of our Or- 
der , and we conſider what may 
be for our Profit. If the De- 
linquent be a Man of Power, or of 
an Eſtate, they preſently adyertiſe him 
of it, that he may ſave himſelf by 
flight. If the Delinquent be poor, 
they never hinder Juſtice, becauſe 
nothing 1s to bg gotten by him ; ſo 
the Confeſſor gets great ReſpeCt with- 
out ſuſpicion of what is paſt.

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The Twelfth Inſtruction. 


How we ought to proceed againſt other 
Religious Men that follow the ſame 
Occupations with us , and hinder 

us much in our Proceedings. 


wW E ought to make light of 
ſuch Tet of Men. We in- 
form the World that our SOCiety COn- 
tains 1n it ſelf the Perfection of all 
Perfeftions. That what in other Or- 
ders is Excellent, we are ſo too, but 
in a more Eminent Manner. That 
our Society 1s more refplendant in the 
Church of God than all others ; and 
that , excepting Singing , Contempt 
of Cloths and Food, in which we 
differ from other Orders. Every 
thing 1s better in our Society than in 
any other. 

We ought very curioufly and nice- 
ly to Examine the Defe&s of other 
Religious Men, and to declare to 


the 
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the. World that they are not fit for 
ſuch Fmployments as we are. 
With-all our Force we ought to 
oppole them, and hinder them from 


"TELE 


that theſe Men will trouble the Re- 
poſeof 'the Common-wealth. We 
perſwade the Academians that they 
will: be their Rum ſooner than we 
 can.' . Andlaſtof allweinformKings, 
that our, Society alone is fufficient to 
bring up and inſtru Youth. 

If they ſhonld bring the Popes or 
Cardinals recommendatory Letters to 
any King for thatend, we defire the 
King to appeaſe the. Pope, by telling 
him;that our Society do intirely per- 
form their Duty. 

We bring Teftimomal Letters of 
our good Converſation from the Ci- 
ties where, we have Colledges. We 
ought to perſwade the Citizens cun- 
ningly' that they may deferyedly fear 


'Trou- 
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Troubles and Tumults, by the means 
of divers Schools of divers Perſwa- 
ſions.” 

But in cafe others do Teach, we 
muſt Diſlemble. 

After all, we muſt plye our Studies 
- hard, that we may be able to give 
publick Proofs of our Learning to 
the World, to get the Applauſe of 
the People.

The Fhirteenth Inſtruction. 


What Perſons ought to be ma$t E- 
ſteemed by the Society. 


& the firſt Rank are placed ftrong 
Labourers, who promote not on- 
ly the Spiritual Good of the Society, 
but likewiſe the Temporal. Of this 
number are the Confeſlors of rich 
Widows, who when they are become 
Old, are-removed from them, and 
others thatare Young, of freſh Com- 
plexions and Vigor, are fubſtitured 

 _ 
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in their room. But to thoſe Old 
Men that are removed, we muſt not 
give what they deſire, either for 
Food or Rayment, or other Neceſ- 
faries : To theſe we ought not to en- 
joyn Pennance ; the Superiors ought 
not to be harſh towards them. 

We ought to take notice of thoſe 
that uſe to make Remarks on the De- 
feds of other Men, and tell them to 
the Superior. We favourthoſe Young 
Men that are related to our Founders 
and Benefattors ; and for that reaſon 
we ſend them to Rome toStudy; and 
if they haye a mind to Study intheir 
own Country, we recommend them 
ro ſome Superiour as ſhall be kind 
to them. We behave our ſelves cour- 
teouſly to thoſe Young Men that have 
not as yet given us their Eſtates ; 
which once being done, we feed them 
no more with Milk , but only with 
Bread. 


Neither ſhould weleſs reſpe&tthoſe 
who being well affe&ed towards us, 


induce 
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Induce many young Men to Embrace 
our Inſtitution.

The Fourteeath Inſtrucion. 


How we ought to ſhew our ſelves Zea- 
lous in our Diſcipline. 


E Teftifie and make known 
rothe World, our Rigorous 
and Stri&t Diſcipline, by expelling 
from us according to our pleaſure, 
both Young and Old of whatſoever 
Condition they be ; altho* they have 
ſpent their Age and Strength in the 
Service of the Society. Ir is lawful 
for us to expel thoſe thatare troubled 
with the Gravel, Stone orother Infir- 
mites, 

The principal Reaſons of Expel- 
ling above all others are theſe, Y7z. 
If they ſend their Friends, Relations, 
or any other as may be profitable to 
us, to any other Order. If they Ad- 
vile their Friends or Kindred againſt 
being 
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being Zeſwits. - If they be kindtotheir 
Relations in giving ſome of their E- 
ſtates, and not give us all. 

We Mortifie the younger Brothers 
of the Society; for ew Years weput 


them to do Vile Offices; we ſet them 
to teach in the inferiour Schools, we 
ſuffer them not to Study any Noble 
Art orScience, particularly Divinity ; 
at Dinner time, we reprove them ſe- 
verely in the Refe&tory. We forbid 
the Fathers to Confeſs them or Dil- 


courſe them. We take all the Rich 
Moveables from their Chambers,and 
often enjoyn them Pennance,and after- 
wards Expel them. If they make 
their Complaint to the Provincial a- 
gainft the Indiſcreet Superiors or other 
Officers ; he muſt Excuſe the Fact, 
& tellchemthey arcoblig'dtoobeytheir 
Superiors, and theri-cannot do amils. 
The Superiors oughtnot to be Scru- 
pulous, to Expel any for Miſdemea- 
nours for our Order, only defires the 
Name of a Society or Company ;and 


Conſe- 
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Conſequently, their Agreements are 
not Perpetual , but ſuch as may be 
Broken at pleaſure. 

This Diſmiſſion began withthe So- 
ciety; for the Socicty have three ſorts 
of Oaths or Vows; the Scholars take 
one, the Condjutors another, and the 
Seigniors another. Now there is no 
mutual Contract in theſe, to oblige 
the Society to keep thoſe that Enter 
for ever. But the Society has power 
to Expel any, whenand for whatthey 
pleaſe ; and tho' they take the Vows 
- of Monks, yetthey may Expelat their 
pleaſure:

Of ſome hidden and refery'd canſes of 
Expulſion. 


Efides the fore-mention'd Rea- 
ſons of Expulſion , which the 
Superiour of any Ordinary Confeſlor, 
by his leave can Excuſe; there are 0- 
others 


' 
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thers more hainous. If any contrive 
againſt rhe Society, it is Cauſe ſuffi- 
cient for Expulſion ; and the Confeſ: 
ſor not to Abſolve them before he Di- 
yulgeth it himſelf to the Superior, or 
makes it known by ſome Body elle. 
If the Superior beof opinion, thatthe 
Fault is greatand of no ſmall Damage 
to the Society, the Penitent cannot 
be Abſoly'd, till the Father General 
underſtands the Matter: And he after 
having Diſcours'd the Penitent by the 
Advice of his Secretary, ſhall deter- 
mine as ſhall be moſt Expedient for 
the Society. 

If Confeſlors keep ſecret a Fault, 
for which a young Man ought to be 
Expell'd; yer if hedeclare it himſelf, 
he ſhall be Expell'd. | 

If our Confeſlors ſhall underſtand 
by Confeſſion, ofany Perſon of what- 
ſoever Sex, that they have committed 
any carnal Sin, with any of our Socie- 
ty; weoughtto Abſolvethe Penitent, 
and Expel the Offender, provided it 
be for our Intereſt. Our 
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Our Society can Expel aiy that 


* ſhall be found dull in Diſputes, Men 


ofno Parts, or of ill behaviour towards 
their Superiors, having firſt Acquaint- 


ed the Father General. 


And that we may bethe ſooner Rid 
of them, we Contradi& them in all 
things ; we remove them from the 
more Noble Studies, and pur them 
under Supertors , that ſhall be very 
harſh unto them. 

We likewiſe Expel thoſe that are 
diſfatisfied in our Practices as to the 
Widows, and our Government of 
Common. Weales. 

Our Superiors muſt take great care, 


' that they keep none inthe SOCiety that 


are well Aﬀected to the Yenetians, 
from whoſe Republick we were Ex- 
pell'd. And tho' by the Interceſſion 
of Pope Alexander the Seventh we 
were Re-inſtated, yer weare as Lambs 


among Wolves. 


Before we Expel them, we put 


7 them todo ſometimes one thing, ſome- 
F 
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times another, and blame them for 
not doing their Duty well. At Din- 
ner time we recite their Faults, and 
Aggravate them before the reſt of the 


Society ; and if they ſeem tomurmur, 


we Expel them as thoſe that are cau- # 


ſes of Scandal to others. 


ButFirſt we look over their Cloaths, 4 
ſend them to a Neigbouring Col- 
ledge, and when they think leaſt of 7?

With the Widows, that have no 
more to give us; We proceed Rigo- 
rouſly, for after having given all to 
the Society; We turn them out and .

That the Superiors, Safely keep 
by them, theſe Inſtructions ; and Com- 
municate them to none bur grave Fa- 
' thers. We muſt Inform others of 
what benefit they are to the Society. 
Wemult have acare how we Commu- 
nicate them as written Rules; bat 
as Counſels drawn from Experi- 
ence, and ſingular Prudence. 

If afterwards, (as God forbid) any 
of theſe private inſtruftions ſhould 
come to other hands (for be ſure they 
will miſ-interpret them.) we deny 
them to be ours. *T his we conceal from 
the Younger Brothers of the Society, 
who we are ſure know nothing of 
them ; to them we ſhow our General

Finally, We make enquiry if any
